On New $500,000 Chapel-Auditorium

ARK ANOTHER milestone in Presbyterian College’s inspiring program of development. Ground- 
breaking ceremonies on September 16 officially started the proposed $500,000 chapel-auditorium on its 


way toward reality—even as students enjoyed their first experiences in the recently completed student 
center. 


RESIDENT Marshall W. Brown said the new chapel auditorium will fill a long-felt need at Presbyte- 
rian College. Not only is it to provide adequate space for the expanded student body to worship as a 
_ group; the facilities also will enable the College to offer students and local residents a broader program 

of cultural activities. And the many Presbyterian Church groups of South Carolina and Georgia which 
. have assembled on the PC campus through the years will find a more convenient plant to meet their 
needs. Air conditioning of the auditorium proper will assure summer comfort. 


| THE BUILDING will be erected directly across the Plaza from the Library, adjacent to Bailey Hall 
| dormitory on one side and South Broad Street on the other. Its colonial Georgian design, with large 
limestone columns, is in keeping with the architectural theme of the campus. 


PRESIDENT Brown said the main portion of the structure will be a large auditorium capable of seating 

1,200 persons. A front wing of the building will house a chapel, limited to a capacity of 100, for 
smaller worship services. The rear section of the chapel-auditorium, facing Maple Street with separate 
entrance, will include three stories given to music rooms, studios and other fine arts facilities. 


BASE construction bid of $376,310, submitted by C. Y. Thomason Company of Greenwood in com- 
petition with 11 other contractors, received unanimous trustee approval. Work already has started on 
the new building, with a completion date tentatively set 15 months in the future.

C'S NEW Douglas House is designed to make homesick students happy—and alumni wish they could | 
register all over again. 
This $250,000 student center opened just in time to greet the largest enrollment in history. Presby- 

terian College strained every available space to accept 542 students for its 78th session which began 

on September 8. Even so, more than two of every three students who applied this year could not be taken, 
and the College maintained a long waiting list of qualified applicants up to opening day. All were re- 
quired to take the Scholastic Aptitude Test of the College Entrance Board. 

The Douglas House received immediate baptism as campus social center. Even before the students ar- 
rived, some 600 local area residents of Laurens and Newberry counties attended an informal Open House

for this group which launched the Diamond Jubi- 
lee Development program. Faculty and freshman 
receptions followed in rapid succession. And _ stu- 
dents expressed delight with the facilities for the 
off-hour moments of relaxation and recreation. 

“Fabulous” is the campus word for it. 

All of this activity, however, does not obscure 
the official dedication ceremonies planned for 
Homecoming on October 18. A great day is building 
up for that occasion. 

The two-story Douglas House, with four large 
limestone columns, stands directly across the Plaza 
from Spencer Dormitory and on the right of Bailey 
Hall dormitory. On its terrazzo-tiled first floor are 
situated two large student lounges, snack shop, post 
office, book store, recreation room, faculty lounge, 
ladies’ lounge and office. The second floor includes 
the vocational guidance center, three guest rooms 
with private baths, two large meeting rooms, a 
sound-proof music room for band and glee club 
practice, a day students room and seven offices. 
Self-service laundry, heating and storage facilities 
are located in the basement, and a bluestone terrace 
extends to the rear. 

The first student body to enjoy this Douglas 
House is composed mostly of students from South 
Carolina, Georgia and North Carolina, but other 
states and South Korea also are represented here. 
A survey by states follows this pattern: 

South Carolina—311; Georgia—96; North Carolina—71; 
Florida—18; Virginia—9; Alabama—7; Pennsylvania—7; 
Kentucky—5; Tennessee—3; Mississippi—2; New York—2; 
California—2; Indiana, Ohio and West Virginia—all 1 each. 
The Republic of South Korea has five young men attend- 
ing PC, and one is here from Bermuda.

HREE distinguished leaders of the Southern 
Presbyterian Church, all staunch PC men, will 
participate in the Douglas House dedication cere- 
monies highlighting Homecoming on October 18. 
They are: Dr. John McSween, former Presby- 
terian College president; Dr. Marshall S. Woodson, 
president of Flora Macdonald and acting president 
of the proposed new Presbyterian Consolidated 
College; and Col. Powell A. Fraser, Army battle 
group leader who was a featured speaker at the 
1957 Presbyterian Men’s Convention. Woodson and 
Fraser are PC alumni. 

Plans for Homecoming are being built around 
these three speakers, class reunions and the Pres- 
byterian-Elon football game scheduled for that 
night. All indications point to one of the largest 
Homecoming occasions to be held on the PC campus. 

The Douglas House exercises will serve to dedi- 
cate this new building to Presbyterian College 
alumni killed in World War II and the Korean War 
and to name it in memory of former president Dr. 
Davison M. Douglas. This program is scheduled for 
3:30 p.m., October 18. 

Class reunions, set for 1 p.m. that day, will bring

College Evangelistic Teams 


Stand Ready to Serve Churches 


E,VANGELISTIC teams, composed of Presbyterian College pre- 

ministerial students, are available again this year for religious 
services in churches of the Synods of Georgia and South Carolina. 
_ These groups made more than 50 appearances before congrega- 
tions of the two states last session. They conducted a variety of 
programs ranging from morning services, to men’s meetings, to young 
people’s assemblies and evening worship. The work was well- 
received by every church in which the teams appeared. 

This evangelistic program is sponsored by the Presbyterian Col- 
lege Ministerial Club under the guidance of Dr. T. Layton Fraser, 
professor of Bible and the author of several religious workbooks. 
Three teams, each composed of four or five PC students preparing 
for the ministry, stand ready to handle a variety of church activities 
on request. They take complete charge of the program, often in the 
absence of the pastor, and provide prayer, scripture reading, a main 
talk and one or two brief supplementary talks in the nature of tes- 
timonials. Programs have particular appeal for young people.
